Everyone of us is a member of an ordered and civilized society, 
so we all have a duty to other fellow citizens and the society we live in.

In the field of space technology India has not been lagging 
far behind other countries. The Space Commission was set up in- 
June 1972, and the Satellite Launching Station was established in 
Sriharikota.

A rocket takes a satellite to a certain height and hurls it into” 
space with the desired speed. The satellite may move at various 
speeds with respect to the earth. It depends on the speed of its 
release. If the satellite is made to revolve at exactly the same speed 
as that of the earth then the satellite will be a ‘geostationary’ 
satellite. It is then in a ‘parking’. India's ninth satellite Insat-IB 
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whioh began operating from October 15, 1983 is the world's first 
‘geostationary satellite. It combines multiple services—it helps. in 
telécommunication, mass communication and in meteorological 
observations. It was launched from the American shuttle, 
Challenger. 4 

The U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. have both been collaborating 
with India to make our space projects successful. Challenger also 
carried India’s Anuradha into space on April 29, 1985 and returned 
on May 6, 1985 with volumes of (lots of) research data. Anuradha 
was designed to gather information on cosmic rays. It has 
successfully completed its mission. 

The other Indian satellites were Bhaskara-I, Bhaskara-II, 
Rohini, Rohini-IT, Apple, Insat-1A and Rohini (RS-D2). Of these 
the first two were launched in 1979 and 1981 from a Soviet 
cosmodrome. /nsat-1A was launched from Cape Canaveral, Florida, 
on April 10, 1982 and Apple was launched from Kouru in French 
Guinea. Apple was a telecommunication satellite and ‘parked’ at 

height of 36,000 km. over the equator, 

India’s first rocket, SLV-3, successfully launched Rohini-II 
from Sriharikota on May 31, 1981, but unfortunately, it burnt in 
Space. Later India successfully launched Rohini (RS-D2) in April, 
1983, : : 

Rakesh Sharma went into outer Space with two Russian 
cosmonauts on April 3, 1984. India has been showing her 
continuing interest in space projects which started with Gagarin's 
flight and has been continuing since then everywhere.

Helen Keller was born in Tuscumbia, in the U.S.A. When 
Helen was only eighteen months old, she fell very ill and almost died. 
Her life was saved, but the little child lost her sight and hearing. 
For the rest/of her long life she neither saw nor heard anything. 
The little girl was imprisoned in a dark, silent world. She could 
only hold on to her mother's skirts and make signs to show what 
she wanted. She knew that other children could speak, but she 
could not. She had to learn everything by feel and touch. There 
was none to help her and so she often cried and shouted with anger 
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because she could not make people understand her. Mrs Keller 
also cried in despair because they could not help her. 

Helen tried to do things for herself. She learned to dress 
and undress herself without help and to comb her hair and tie a 

ribbon. And then, when she was seven years old, her parents 
` found Anne Sullivan for her. She was the wonderful teacher who 
devoted the rest of her life to teaching Helen to read and 
write. Miss Sullivan had been blind herself when she was a child, 
but she got back her sight. So when she was older, she had decided 
to spend her life helping the blind children. She had learnt the Braille 
alphabet and methods of teaching blind people to read and write. 

She taught Helen to spell words in the palm of her hand 
. With her finger. She gave Helen a doll to hold in one hand while 
‘she spelt out ‘doll’ in the other. Helen ran in joy to her mother, 

showed her the doll and spelt out the word in her mother's hand. 
In this way Helen learnt the names of all the things around her, 
She learnt to spell thirty words in a day. Later it was rather 
difficult to give her an idea of words Which she could not feel with 
her fingers, But the child soon learnt words like give, take, lift, 
go, come and even abstract words like chink, feel, love, want. 

Helen was no more angry now, She did not lose her 
temper, She became a bright and loving girl. She was eager to 
talk to everyere she met, She Conversed with her parents and 
friends by spelling words and Sentences into each other's hand, 

One day Miss Sullivan was surprised to find that her little 
pupil had taught herself to use a pencil and paper. She wrote 
letters to people she knew. In one of her letters she wrote: 

‘Butterflies do not make honey for us like the bees, but many

Anne Sullivan gave Helen her schooling. At the age of 
nineteen she went to college, and graduated with first class honours.

When Anne Sullivan was older, her eyes began to fail again 
and she had to give up her work. Helen soon found another 
dedicated friend. For the last fifty years Polly Thompson was her 
constant companion. The two women travelled all round the world. 
They met the blind and deaf people and gave them help, advice: 
and encouragement. In 1955 these two ladies visited centres and 
schools for the blind and the deaf i in uele, Pakistan, Burma and

"Miss Keller died in 1968. Few people have contributed so 
much to the happiness of mankind as Helen Keller has done.
